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Mayor John Dennis highlighted many milestones of 
2012 in his State of the City address at the City Summit, 
held February 4 at City Hall. He noted that multiple 
road projects, including three new roundabouts, were 
completed on time and within budget to better handle 
the traffic from the 70,000 people who travel the roads 
every day. The improvements to Yeager and Cumberland 
will serve the community for years to come. 

Development in Wabash Commons and Purdue 
Research Park intensified in 2012 and will continue to 
increase with more projects slated along Northwestern 
Avenue in 2013.

Keeping watch while the city 
sleeps is the job of the WLPD 
night shift. Beginning their 
nightly routine at 6 pm answering 
calls and working through 
accidents and rush hour traffic, 
they proceed to the bar district 
to help manage those who aren’t 
able to manage alcohol. “Our 
main goal in the Village is to 
make sure student residents 
don’t hurt themselves or other 
people,” said Capt. Gary Sparger, 
Patrol Division Commander. 

The squad encourages students 
to have friends or university Safe 
Walk escorts walk them home, 
but will often put bar patrons 
in taxis if needed. The proactive 

approach of talking to campus 
groups about alcohol-related 
issues/consequences is more 
successful than a militant tactic, 
and there’s been a 21 percent 
decrease in public intoxication 
from 2010 to 2011 (for all 
statistics see www.wl.in.gov in 
Police Department documents 
tab). “However, we maintain a 
zero tolerance for drunk driving 
or violence, and if we do catch 
someone drinking and driving 
who is over the legal limit, they 
will go to jail,” stated Sparger.

Beyond the bar scene, the patrol 
officers make rounds throughout 
the city, looking for abnormal 
activity in neighborhoods and 

businesses at night and thoroughly 
patrol the four districts of the city. 
Residents are encouraged to call 
the Dispatch Center at  
(765) 775-5200 or the WeTip 
Hotline (800) 78-CRIME to report 
suspicious activity.

On the road, officers make 
numerous nighttime traffic stops 
to enforce traffic laws, which 
sometimes lead to DUI and 
narcotics arrests. Taking care of 
the diverse needs of a college 
town at night is a full-time job 
for the dedicated, hardworking 
officers who patrol until dawn. 

“Our guys aren’t sleeping at night,” 
notes Sparger.

2012 Summary 
These improvements were opened on-time and within budget.

Cumberland Avenue, Phase II (Yeager to Salisbury) Opened 
in time for Thanksgiving weekend. Final inspections will be 
completed in the spring.

Yeager Road, Phase I (Northwestern to US 52) Opened in 
time for Purdue’s fall semester. Lights and landscaping were 
installed and all work has been completed.

Yeager Road, Phase II (Kalberer to ¼ mile north)  Opened before 
Christmas. Work behind curbs will be completed in the spring.

Curb and Sidewalk Replacements (Dehart, Connolly, Lawn & 
Oak) Completed in the spring and fall. New street trees will be 
planted this year. 

Street Resurfacing and Crack Sealing  
(various locations throughout the city)

2013 Look Ahead
Northwestern will be very busy  
with numerous developments and  
construction projects this year! Please  
be aware of lane restrictions, detours  
and plan to use alternate routes.

Northwestern Avenue (Lindberg to Yeager) Includes new curbs, 
sidewalks, traffic signal at Lindberg, trail, island, lights and 
landscaping to continue this gateway into Purdue’s campus. 
Work will be completed during the summer.

US 231 INDOT will repair concrete sidewalks, ramps, and 
curves, as well as resurface all of existing US 231 (River Road, 
Fowler/Wiggins, and Northwestern) from South River Road to 
US 52. This work will last all summer.

Indiana American Water The water company will replace a 
water main along Northwestern between Meridian Street and 
Lindberg Road. Work is scheduled from March to June.

Vectren Gas Company Will replace a gas main along most of 
Ravinia Road.

Salisbury Street Safety Improvements, Phase III (Rainbow 
Drive to US 52) Utility relocations will commence this fall as 
weather and other construction projects allow. Completion is 
slated for August 2014.

Building Blocks
The cityscape is undergoing transformation with the addition 
of new buildings near campus. Development Director Chandler 
Poole comments on their progress.

720 Northwestern Avenue To be located across from Mackey 
Arena, the 5-story building will house 230 apartment units (490 
bedrooms) with underground parking, and an innovative grocery 
with online shopping and free home delivery. It is slated to be 
completed by August 2014.

516 Northwestern Avenue The 3-story joint office/retail/academic 
facility is anticipated to break ground in February, and will include 
Wang Laboratory – a research and lab facility of the School of 
Electrical and Computer Engineering, as well as office and retail 
space. The estimated date for completion is 2014. 

State Street Corner The buildings on the corner of State 
and Northwestern will be another combined residential and 
commercial complex. CVS Pharmacy will be an anchor tenant and 
a welcome addition to the near campus area. Construction will 
begin spring 2013.

Faith West, 1920 Northwestern Avenue The Faith Ministries 
multi-use facility located at the previous Family Inn site will 
include a community sports gymnasium, preschool, community 
meeting space, fitness center, neighborhood café, and housing for 
120. The center will house the Purdue Bible Fellowship, and space 
for student/community counseling. It will be open this summer.

IU Health The cornerstone of the new Wabash Commons 
development on Sagamore Parkway West, IU Health is under 
construction and will be open this summer for patients.
